I. Claims 78-97, drawn to a chimeric protein, classified in class 530, subclass 300, 
for example. 

II. Claims 98-11 7, drawn to a nucleic acid, classified in class 536, subclass 23.4, for 
example. 

III. Claims 118-137, drawn to a cell, classified in class 435, subclass 325, for 
example. 

4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

5. Although there are no provisions under the section for "Relationship of Inventions" in 
M.P.E.P. § 806.05 for inventive groups that are directed to different products, restriction is 
deemed to be proper because these products constitute patentably distinct inventions for the 
following reasons. Inventions I, II, and III are directed to products that are distinct both 
physically and functionally, are not required one for the other, and are therefore patentably 
distinct. The chimeric protein of Invention I can be prepared by processes which are materially 
different from the nucleic acid of Invention II and the cell of Invention III, such as by chemical 
synthesis, or by isolation and purification from natural sources. Additionally, the nucleic acid of 
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Invention II can be used other than to make the chimeric protein of Invention I or the cell of 
Invention III, such in gene therapy or as a probe in nucleic acid hybridization assays. Finally the 
cell of Invention III can be used in processes which are materially different from the chimeric 
protein of Invention I and the nucleic acid of Invention II such as therapeutic and screening 
methods. 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 

7. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, separate search 
requirements, and/or different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
